It 
was attended by her fellow 
trustees from the Crewk¬ 
erne Henhayes Commu¬ 
nity Centre, villagers and 
WI members as well as 
previous colleagues from 
her life in London. 

The packed church of lo¬ 
cals, learned more about 
their special friend from 
family members and 
friend of 40 years. 

Anne Hughes, who 
spoke fondly of the lady 
who had moved next door 
to her in Wales and enthu¬ 
siastically launched her 
son’s first canoe with 
champagne, said: “Rose¬ 
mary was the best friend 
anyone could wish for 
with her catch phrase 
‘Now darling I must tell 
you’. 

“Her talents and passions 
in life were wild and var¬ 
ied and her generosity 
knew no bounds. The 
number of people here 
today is testament to how 


special she was. She 
seemed to find her rain¬ 
bow’s end and Nirvana 
with Mike and her cottage. 
She will be very much 
missed but never forgot¬ 
ten. 

The younger of two 
girls, Rosemary had been 
born in Wales and became 
a qualified social worker. 
After a short first marriage 
she had met and married 
Major Bill Snell and be¬ 
came a very active offi¬ 
cer’s wife.

Special enterprise grows in strength 


Single travellers holiday 
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By Marion Draper 


N estled in the 

valley of Coombe 
Farm, just outside 
Crewkerne, there is a 
growing industry of small 
enterprise thanks to the 
Warren Trust which fol¬ 
lows the pay it forward 
principle of Andrew War¬ 
ren, who started the farm 
in 1942 with money from 
another farmer. 

One of these is 
Able2Achieve, the brain¬ 
child of its chief executive 
Rupert Elliott, who 
wanted to provide transi¬ 
tion and learning services 
for adults with learning 
disabilities. 

Now two years into the 
day provision services of 
the charity, thanks to sup¬ 
port from the Warren Trust 
and donations from other 
groups such as Crewkerne 
Rotary Club, local adults 
who may have had no di¬ 
rection after leaving spe¬ 
cial education at 18, are 
being given skills that can 
take them into more inde¬ 
pendent living, even pos¬ 
sible employment. 

They also have proper¬ 
ties in Crewkerne, Yeovil 
and Winsham which pro¬ 
vide assisted living for 
those who are ready to 
leave home and be more 
independent. 

On site at the farm there 


is a large converted barn 
with open plan allocated 
areas for the learners to 
study IT, arts and crafts, 
office duties and kitchen 
skills. They are extending 
into a furniture repair 
workshop where they not 
only refurbish old furni¬ 
ture but make things like 
bird tables from recycled 
timber and have a rare 
breed chicken and duck 
enterprise. The building is 
in the process of being ex¬ 
tended to include an area 
where they can also offer 
car valeting. 

Day Services manager 
John Munn said the whole 
ethos is that learning hap¬ 
pens as a part of everyday 
activity and the small en¬ 
terprise projects they have 
going allow them to leam 
all aspects of a business 
including dealing with 
people and taking money 
to the bank - things that 
most of us take for 
granted. As they build up 
their enterprises, the learn¬ 
ers get a percentage of the 
money generated and 
money management is a 
very important part of 
their learning. 

Each day starts at 
9.30am with a coffee and 
conference around a table 


where they decide what to 
do that day. There is also a 
smallholding so some jobs 
such as animal feeding 
and plant watering have to 
be done regularly but they 
try to keep things flexible 
so that each learner can 
find their own niche with¬ 
out pressure. 

The results have been 
phenominal, enabling 
more confidence and com¬ 
munication among the 
users making them more 
independent and less iso¬ 
lated from the community 
in general - one couple 
have even found love. An¬ 
other important aspect is 
exercise, every Monday 
afternoon is dedicated to 
swimming, football or 
gym activity but also 
working on the enterprise 
projects is helping the 
physical well- being of the 
learners, who may other¬ 
wise have become couch 
potatoes or institution¬ 
alised. 

Debbie from Crewkerne 
who has Williams Syn¬ 
drome, a rare genetic dis¬ 
order that affects 
development, said she had 
hit a real low before join¬ 
ing Able2Achieve and 
being a part of the learn¬ 
ing programme had 


helped her a great deal. 
She said one of the most 
important things was 
being listened to and 
learning that it was alright 
to admit she couldn’t cope 
. Now she is enjoying the 
furniture enterprise, hav¬ 
ing fun and gaining confi¬ 
dence. She also volunteers 
at the Brainwave charity 
shop in town. Debbie also 
discovered fellow learner 
Tom has Williams Syn¬ 
drome and is pleased that 
they can talk about their 
condition. 

The trust also has a six 
acre woodland and some 
of the learners are coppic¬ 
ing the wood and using it 
to create paths ad bridges 
on the smallholding site. 
They have a huge pile of 
soil they are currently try¬ 
ing to turn into raised beds 
but the price of scaffold 
planks is so high that they 
are struggling. They did 
manage to barter some of 
their chickens for a few re¬ 
cently but need more. 

Mr Elliott, who used to 
work for Mencap, said he 
had been getting to the end 
of his own money when 
he mentioned his work to 
Philip Cook, CEO of the 
Warren Trust over a pint at 
Chard Rugby Club and 
within a week had been 
given a business loan. He 



also said that Barclays 
Bank in Crewkerne have 
been very supportive with 
the learners as they find 
out about bill paying. 

Community support and 
interaction is a real key 
and the team look forward 
to seeing more people 
coming to use their serv¬ 
ices as they grow. For

Physio gears up for Paralympics 


A FULL time neuro-physiotherapist 
with Somerset Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust is gearing up for 
his role as the only British athletes 
classifier at the London Paralympic 
Games 2012. 

Rob Kinder, 32, works as a clinical 
specialist physiotherapist for stroke 
and brain injury based at South 
Petherton Community Hospital. In 
his spare time, he works as an Inter¬ 
national Paralympics Committee 
(IPC) classifier. 

Mr Kinder explained: “My role 
takes me all over the world and re¬ 
quires me to assess athletes who 
apply to participate in the Para¬ 
lympic Games, clarifying the nature, 
extent and veracity of their disability. 

“During the Paralympic Games, I 


am a volunteer based in the athletes 
village and will work at the athletics 
stadium every day.” 

Each sport has its own classifiers 
and for the sport of athletics the 
Somerset physio will be the only 
British Classifier in London 2012. 

He added: “Throughout the Games 
there will always be athletes who 
need to be assessed and I will work 
with a panel of people deciding who 
is eligible to enter as a competitor, 
and which class they fit into. 

“It is an honour to be selected for 
any major sporting competition but 
to be selected to officiate at the Par¬ 
alympic games in my own country is 
the greatest honour and something 
that will never be repeated. I was, 
like every sports fan in the country, 
completely taken in by watching the 


great success had in London and so 
it makes it even more special that I 
can soon be a part of it.” 

Mr Kinder also works throughout 
the year as a classifier both for the 
IPC and for UK Athletics at a more 
national level. This means that he sits 
on a panel who, following a detailed 
assessment of an athlete, will decide 
whether or not they are eligible to 
compete in IPC athletics and if so, 
which class the athlete should com¬ 
pete in. 

He will also respond to protests 
about decisions. His role involves 
observing athletes in competition as 
well as prior to competition on an in¬ 
dividual basis. Therefore in London 
he will be based in the athletes vil¬ 
lage and work at the athletics sta¬ 
dium on a daily basis. 



BORN into a farming family in Upottery, Rose 
Burrough crossed to Somerset when she mar¬ 
ried her husband Martin 12 years ago and 
joined him on his family farm at Wambrook.

Don't forget to look after your pets in the summer

IT ALL STARTED over a 
pint - as many country pur¬ 
suits do. 

Twenty-five years ago a 
few friends started meet¬ 
ing informally with their 
vintage vehicles and the 
Dinnington Docks Trans¬ 
port Society was born. 

David Gordon and Rory 
McLeod were enjoying a 
quiet sup at the Rose and 
Crown in Dinnington, 
known for years as Din¬ 
nington Docks, one night 
in 1987 chatting about 
their love of old vehicles. 
They realised they knew 
quite a few friends with 
vintage beauties and 
thought it would be good 
to get together once in a 
while. 

Joined by friends Joe 
Fraser, George Cohen and 
Keith Shoemark, the 
monthly gatherings began 
and have grown into a reg¬ 
ular but still casual meet¬ 
ing of enthusiasts. 

Mr Gordon said: “It’s 
not a club, there’s no com¬ 
mittee and it’s never been 
adverstised, people just 
turn up.” 

The anniversary was 
marked with an extra large 
gathering of the old cars 
and motorcycles which 
took over the entire car 
park of the pub and were 
spilling out into the road. 
The pub laid on a hog roast 
and the beer, cider and chat 


were flowing in a very re¬ 
laxed atmosphere as peo¬ 
ple from all walks of life 
enjoyed a common inter¬ 
est. 

Most of the vehicles 
were vintage and there 
were a few classics but the 
real crowd pleaser was 
George Cohen’s 1912 Bra¬ 
zier with Hispano Suiza 
Aero engine, which 
sounded like and old prop 
plane taking off when he 


fired her up. 

Parked at the front of the 
Docks was a 1936 
Lagonda Rapier, the love 
affair of Martin Weston 
from Knowle St Giles who 
has owned her for 51 
years. He said the old 
sportster had been in a ter¬ 
rible crash when he 
bought her and first got 
her on the road in 1973. 
Now he has another one in 
pieces which he is restor¬ 


ing. 

Mr Weston said: “She is 
a very different ride, the 
steering is very predictable 
and the brakes are incred¬ 
ible, every time I take it 
for an MOT the guy nearly 
goes through the wind¬ 
screen! She does about 30 
miles to the gallon, it’s 
only an llOOcc engine but 
very advanced for its day. 
They cost £395 new and 
there were only about 300 
made, there are about 135 
known to exist. 


“I’ve been coming here 
for about six years and 
every time you see differ¬ 
ent vehicles, it’s great.” 

Mr Gordon regularly 
takes his vintage Riley 
across to France and said 
she was a lot easier to 
work on than a modern 
car, and because he keeps 
the old car in a worn con¬ 
dition he doesn’t feel too 
precious and spend all his 
time worrying about the 
odd scratch.

The dairy class, 
brought back last year after 5 years absence due to 
foot and mouth, is also well subscribed. Hurdlebrook 
Farm are bringing along a few of their award win¬ 
ning Guernsey cows so visitors can see and try their 


hand at milking and feeding the calves.The pig sec¬ 
tion has a dedicated new marquee, and as usual the 
sheep and goat classes are well supported. The So¬ 
ciety is also very pleased to see a record number of 
young handlers entering into the competi¬ 

tions. Encouraging the younger generation to get 
involved with the Show is one of the priorities of this 
year's Society Chairman, Dan Newman. 

All the horse, pony and donkey classes have at¬ 
tracted large numbers of entries. In particular, the 
Horse of the Year qualifiers, some of this is due to so 
many agricultural shows having to be cancelled or 
postponed earlier in the year as a result of the 
weather.
